Aftci-  its  foiuuhitioii  in 
7.).'{  !>.('..  the  cnpitiil  city  of  Koint'  was, 
accordiiitjj  to  Livy  jtiid  the  early  clironiclci-s, 
ijovcriK'd  Tor  two  liuiidi-cd  and  rorty-four 
years  by  seven  sneeessive  kilitifs.  U  was 
tlieii-  task  to  ^'ive  the  city  an  ori>:a nidation 
and  to  eon<iuei'  theii'  nei^id)Oi's.

()win<r  to  tiie  free  ^rovernment  of  tlie 
( 'omuni  civilization  and  commerce  tlour- 
ished  at  this  time.  Art  and  literature  also 
ivached  a  hi^di  elevation.  Hut  Emperor 
I'^rederiijo  l^arhai'ossa  of  the  Suevian  dyn- 
asty wanted  to  hrin^i"  Italy  apiin  under 
(lerman  domination,  in  1160  he  besie^^ed 
Crema  nnd  in  spite  of  the  courage  of  the 
defenders  of  the  city  was  compelled  to 
sui'i-ender.  Harbai'ossa  con<iuered  most  of 
northei-n  Italy  hut  finally  the  cities  of 
Lomhardy  formed  the  Lefja  Loniharda 
(Lombard  League)  and  in  1176  defeated 
the  Hmperor.

THE   MODERN  ACHIEVEMENT. 

In  141)2  itiily  unfortun;itely  was  divided 
into  eitilit  states.  This  condition  iiotwitii- 
standinji:  the  clian«j:es  that  continually 
occurred  lasted  until  half  a  century  a^o. 
Uarhai'ians  continued  to  overi'un  the  coun- 
ti'y  while  other  states,  as  Ki'ance  and  Spain, 
made  it  a  custom  to  settle  theii'  <|uarrels 
ill  the  lar<;e  and  level  valley  of  the  I'iver 
Vo  in  the  northern  part  of  the  peninsula.

VICTIMS    OF    ABUSES. 

Italians,  like  all  forei^rners  in  Canada, 
arc  tln^  victims  of  dishoTiest  men  and  specu- 
lators. 

The  so-called  "hanks"  for  the  i-emittance 
of  money  to  Italy  are  their  ruin,  and  also 
the  "trait-d 'union"  hetween  laborers  and 
the  companies  which  are  askinnf  for  their 
services,  it  would  he  a  jiood  thin^  for  the 
comj)anies  themselves  or  some  r'ccoirnized 
^ovei-nmental  agency  to  take  this  atfair 
undei'  their  own  management  oi-  super- 
vision. Just  while  I  am  })uttin*,^  down  these 
notes,  an  Italian  comes  and  tells  me  of  a 
••ertain  man  who.  after  having  taken  four 
dollaj-s  each  from  three  liundriMl  with  pvo- 
niise  of  woi'k  with  some  comi)any,  escaped 
the  other  day.  leaving  all  those  poor  fellows 
ill  distress. 

It    is    not    a    I'are   thing   to   see    Italians 
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Jinvstcd  I'oi-  ii()tliiii«r.  An  'tali;iii  was  stop- 
|»  mI  one  cvciiiiiir  (,i,  ;,  down-town  street  by 
;i  poiicciiKin  wlio  ocdfTed  him  to  come  alonjj: 
to  the  station  house.  The  Italian  liad  been 
told  th;it  "in  America  cvcrythin*:  can  l)e 
;icromm(t(l;itc(l  with  money"  and  so  mysten- 
oiisl.x  hjindcd  the  policeman  a  coin,  'i'lie 
poliremjin  sent  him  nway  without  furthei- 
trolllile.  hut  lie  must  have  been  vei'y  nuicli 
<lis;ipj)oiiited  when  he  saw  that  the  coin 
.  ui\eii  him  was  not  fift\-  cents  in  silver  but 
two  cents  in  copper. 

:^  Of  course,  we  know  tluit  these  evils  are 
the  exception  in  ("hristijin  ('anada,  but  the 
victim  who  still  hates  <;overnments  because 
irovernments.  includin*;  the  ])a|);il  one,  lonjj 
kept  him  a  slave,  will  form  a  very  bad 
opinion  of  our  counti'y. 

And  here  comes  in  a  duty  of  the  cliHrch. 
If  the  Italian  stnys  in  contact  only  with  tiie 

,;  (lehris  of  society,  he  will  be  confirmed  in 
his  suppositions,  he  will  see  no  possibility 
of  making'  nny  betterment  of  his  life,  or  at 

;  least  anv  better  life  than  he  observes  in 
the  Canadians  with  whom  he  comes  in  eon- 
t;ict.  and  c()ii,se()uently  be  will  become  worse 
than  he  was  when  \\v  landed  lK>re.  Snr-ely 
this  is  not  a  pi-ospect  that  encor.ra^es  true 
Canadians  to  hope  for  a  better  ireneration 
in  the  next  half-century.     The  duty  of  the

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THE  PROTESTANT  CHURCH  AND  THE 
ITALIAN    IMMIGRANT.

It  is  the  duty  of  ( 'aiijidinii  l^rotcstjiiits  not 
to  jicolcct  the  Itjilifins  in  our  Dominion 
'I'kI  not  to  let  tlicin  ^'ct  ;|i;;iin  under  the 
inHiit'iicc  of  IJoinan  pi'iests  whose  action  will 
not  iit  all  lie  directed  to  their  hettertnent 
I"  I'ody  oi-  soul  and  who  in  injuring;  them 
will   also  injui'e  Canada. 

What  then  are  we  doin^^ .'  We  have  at 
Montreal  one  .Methodist  mission,  one  Pres- 
l>yt.'rian  and  one  V.M.C.A.;  at  Hamilton. 
;it  Sault  Ste  .Marie  and  at  X'ancouver.  one 
I'l'cshytei'ian  mission;  at  Toronto,  at  Niaj^- 
'•ira  Falls  and  at  Sidn.-y.  one  .Methodist 
imssion.  Evich'iitly  wiiat  we  do  is  verv 
linle  in  comparison  with  the  numhei-s  and 
tlic  need  ot*  the  Italians  in  Canada. 

I5ut  what  is  our  hope  of  intiuencin^^ 
tliem.'  The  work,  even  witli  the  poor 
•M|uipment  we  have,  has  heeu  very  success- 
ful. Tiny  are  very  approaehalile  people 
if  you  have  the  key  to  theii'  hearts.  Jiut 
tliry  should  not  he  told  as  the  first  proposi- 
tion. •"Von  oujiht  to  he  a  Ti-otestant." 
Kven  an  atheist  or  "an  anti-elericale"  will 
ti'''l  a  natural  reaction  and  never  sympath- 
!/«'  with  Pi-otestanism.  Simply  preach  the 
liospe!  to  them,  makin^r  an  atuK.sphere  for 
i'i  I'y  n  Mood  life,  approaciiinti-  them  tlirouj,'!) 
fi'K'Hdship.  educational  work  such  as  the 
tcachinj,^  of  EnoHsh,  lectures,  etc.,  and  tiiey 
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\vill  he  yours  r('li<ri,„,s|y  us  soon  ;is  tli 
<»('c;isi()ii  ;ii-is('s.  iiicjinwiiilc  hciiii;  with  mjk 
not.  ;i«,Minst  you.  your  churcli  u\u\  vou 
<'()untry.  Tlicy  respond  to  the  cjill  of  tin 
i,'os|)('l  more,  inucli  more  tluin  anv  otlic; 
nntioiuility.  .-md  when  tlicy  luivc  aVc-ptc. 
the  ^i)s]u'\.  not  only  tlicir  nioi-;i|  lifr  l,u 
Jilso  their  social    life  ehanycs. 

(Jcnerally  they  make  no  ohjertif.n  t( 
•  'Mtor  a  Protestant  church  and  listen  to  th( 
services.  Uut  they  ]ik<'  to  consi(h'r  tin 
<'liurch  l.uihiinw-  „()t  as  a  phiee  to  he  useci 
once  in  a  uhih',  hut  as  a  honu'  to  wliich  al] 
tliinjr.s  are  to  he  referred.  Hence  arisf 
throo  necessities  which  aiv  the  secret  ot 
Mlecess  : 

(1)  Kxi^ry  Italian  conni'e«ration  should 
•I'-'V'  -^^  fwn  huildincr.  put  up  in  a  simple 
Ntyl(>  !,'  •  i)u  will,  hut  lookinn-  like  a  church 
•:""J  ""^  lil<''  ;i  hall.  It  is  a  pitv.  for 
instance,  to  see  that  th(>  Italian  P"resl)v- 
tenan  e()u«ireo-ation  in  Montreal,  esta'h- 
lishod  ahout  forty  yeai-s  aji'o,  has  not  yet 
Its  house  of  worship  and  from  time  to  time 
IS  shifted   here  and  there. 

(2)  Kvei-y  Italian  church  should  have  a 
.uymiiasium,  ,ind  I'oom  for  loctiires.  a  day 
school,  teachinjr  of  tho  Encrlish  laiitjuajje. 
readin^^  eitizciiship  classes,  etc.  The  chun-h 
must  to-(hiy  tako  cair  of  hody,  mind  and 
sonl.^  This  is  urnrent  for  work  amonij  jioor 
[Mople  111  jr,.„(.rai  and  particularlv  amono- 
iimnit^rants.  "  " 

i-l)    Kvery  Italian  j)astor  should  ])e  pro- 
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vidcd  with  ;i  suitaltic  i-csidciicc  jidjoiniii^' 
tlir  ('liurcli  house  in  oi-dcc  that  he  may 
iniiiistcr  to  his  people  at  any  nioiiieiit. 

This  is  not  the  time  to  ^o  into  new  enter- 
prises, hut  we  shouhl  remendier  the  truth 
of  the  sayin<r.  '"hi  time  of  war  prepai-e  for 
peace."  And  so  perhaps  this  time  of  finan- 
cial distress  is  a  lime  that  should  he  utilized 
to  j)repai-e  the  eliui-eh  for  a  j>ro<rramme  of 
"'van«reli/ati()n  ainont;  Italians  in  the  coun- 
try, in  oi-dei-  that  when  the  war  is  past  and 
finances  are  restored  to  theii-  usual  sti'cn^'th. 
\ho  only  tiling'  to  do  will  he  to  carry  it  out 
at  once.  What  then  should  he  done.'  The 
f()Ilowin«r  suj»"^a'stions  may   he  offered: 

(1)  J.et  Conj^n-et^ations.  Sunday  Schools, 
Vountj  People's  Soeieti(.s.  he  interested  in 
and  study  thorou^'hly  the  prohlem  of  the 
Italians  in  Canada.  They  will  have  their 
influence,  in  some  eases  ijood.  in  othei's  had, 
and  it  is  our  duty  to  streniithen  the  former 
and  to  paralyze  the  latter.  Hence  the  im- 
p()rtaiic<'  of  studying  the  prohlem. 

(2)  The  places  in  which  Italians  are  to 
lie  found  should  he  visited,  especially  hy 
those  ac(|uainted  with  the  Italian  lani,nia(r('. 
life,  character,  relioion.  etc..  and  a  kindly 
interest  shown  towards  these  new  Canadian 
citizens. 


THE   FUTURE   OF   THE   ITALIAN 
PROTiioxANTS. 

The  work  among  foreiijners  is  not  likely 
to   have   a    permanent     character.       Wlieii 
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Italians  liaxc  liccii  converted  to  ( 'In-ist  and 
l)otli  theiiiselves  and  their  children  ^v\  tht 
Kurdish  lan<,Mia«re,  they  will  naturally  sli}i 
into  some  Kuj^lish-speakinj;  con<,n'e<;ation, 
liccoine  iiieinhers  of  it.  niinj^de  with  ImiuHsIi 
people,  in  some  instances  ( 'anadiani/.e  their 
naiMcs,  and  IxM-ome  ^ood  citizens  ot*  our 
Dominion. 

Amon<i:  the  expei-iences  I  have  had  in  con- 
nection with  Christian  work  anion*?  Italians 
in  ^Fontreal  J  have  found  men.  women  and 
(•hildren.  all  Italians  hy  hii'th.  in  not  less 
than  nine  Kn^rlish  Protestant  churches, 
Preshyterian.  Anfriican.  Methodist.  Baptist 
and  Conerrejj^ational,  and  I  am  sure  that  if 
an  exhaustive  survey  could  he  made  it 
would  reveal  a  j?ood  percentaji'e  of  Canadian 
Protestants  of  Italian  descent. 


CONCLUSION. 

Our  conclusion  is  that  Italians  will  make 
a  great  eontril)ution  to  the  well-being  of 
the  Canada  of  to-mori'ow  if  we  give  them 
the  opportunity,  and  ludp  them,  to  secure 
all  the  advantages  our  Donunion  can  offer. 
And  there  is  no  other  agency  that  can  fulfil 
this  task  more  properly  than  the  church  of 
Christ.  Christians  of  (\nnada.  the  appeal 
is  to  you.     What  will  vour  answei'  be? 
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
